SLY ble meanes to requite, As touching 
your requeſt for further intelligence concerning 
Newport,and what hath ſince that hotreand ſharpe 
batraile been done, eyther by the Cardinall or his 
excellency : I cannot therein as yet ſatisfic you to 
my minde , and therefore craue pardontill better 
opportunity. Onely thele newes comming to my 
hands,from ſome of good ſort & eſpeciall reſpect: 
letthem ſerue to furniſh your deſire be this inſtant, 


and expett from me thereſt, as occaſion ſhall giue 


leaue. 
Tis preſent yeare 1600, and on the 14. 0fA- 
pzill laft.ſixe Englily Ships oneHollander 
of Amſterdame,ſetting togetherfrom Zephalonia, 
ſayled on cherefully with I me 
n- 
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cnd refolued determination todefendone another 
fromany enemy whatſoeuer. Thus came they 
by degresto the ſtreights of Gibralcare the 4. of 
May following , where being becalmed , they 
were glad tocalt Anchoz on the coaſt of Barbery 
neereto Tercewanſome 8, Leagues ſhozt of Gi: 
braltare, There they remained hulling off and 
on,to andfro, continually hindzed by aduerſe 
windes,vntill the28.following. On which day 
(ſomewhat early )they Diſcryed fine goodly tall 
Ships making towards them, all which they 
might eaſily diſcerne to be Men of y>arre:wher- 
vpon the Admiral of the Engliſh , being callcd 
the Aſcention, (ttl edg'd vp with themtii ſhe got 
ſoneere, that ſhe knew them tobelong tothe king 
of Spaine,andthat ofhts ſtrongeſt and beft pe- 
pared: which made her hoyſe bp her top Gal- 
_ Sayles,and fayze and flatly ſaple from the 
celt. | 
The Utize-Admirallofthe Engliſh, called the 
Cherubio, agood Ship belonging to the right 
n>2hipful M . Alderman Holmden (ſeeing the 
- Admirallthus to forſake them,and keep Hcr ſelfe 
. to Leeward of theFlete, as if they were not of 
one company: becauſe the George and the Sacre, 
twoother of the Flete,were not ſo ſwikt in ſayle 
asthe reft,and therefoze likely to be endangered) 
gallantiy made vp betweene the men of n>arre 
andthem,to know whenee they were, and what 
they would. y9hich beingaccozdinglyperfoum- 
ed, ſhefoundthe enemy to haue two Admirals, 
theonebearingan Engliſh Flagge, the other a 
Flemmiſh,

Flemmilh , which gaue ſome hope that they 
might pzooue to be friends, and therefoze made 
her aduenture n#rer to hayle them, and ſo ſhee 
Did tothat of the Flemmiſh Banner. Thereof 
as it (emed,an Engliſhman was Captaine,foz 
in verygood Engliſh hee made anſwere to the 
Maſterof the Ch:rubin; That hee was oz the 
King of Spaine, and there were twenty (aple 
mozeof Gallyes comming from Gibraltare,there- 
foze hee aduiſed him to ſtrike fo2 the King of 
Spaine,pzomiſingif he did ſo, he (houldfinde mer: 
cy, if not, immediate death and deſtruction, 

The Maſter of the Cherubin boldely replped, 
that he would neuer ſtrike ſayle to an Engliſh 
Traytour: but badhimcomea bwzdithe durſt: 
to which the other anſweredhe would doe p2c- 
ſently . And ſo began the fight betweene them, 
with their greare O2dinaunce, till the two ene- 
my-Admira!s on eyther (ide bozdeb the The: 
rubin, entring 80.02 100.men at the very firſt; 
among whom were many Engliſhmen, that 
gaue them very vile and appzobueus ſpeeches, 
which colt the deareſt bloud in moſt of their bo- 
dyes, bekoze they parted. ; 

At their firſt boozding, the men canie in ſuch 
number vpon the netting abaft the Maſt of 
the Cherubia , that they hewed it dovone vp- 
onthem, andthey hadno other refuge , but to 
takethe netting befoze the Maſte foz their de- 
kence, andſo they maintained fight with the e- 
nemyp foz an houre,face toface, at puſh of Re. 
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and with their (mall (hot : in which time they 
kildand maimed very many of them, which very 
greatly weakning their fozmer hot fury , they 
_ kaine atlengthto flye to their ovone Ships 
ozrefuge, 

One of thetr Admirals finding her ſelfeſo ſo2e 
beaten, herribbes and ſides rent and mangled 
with the Englilh great Pzdinaunce, and look- 
ing fo2 no better aſter to follow , but rather 
woule if ſhe durſt byde by it: left the Cherubin 
as an vnequallcopeſmate , and fell aboozd with 
the Gcorge, where likewiſe by the £Þaſter and 
his company they were manfully reſifted , and 
fought withall the ſpace of two vohole how- 
crs,euen with as great courage and vallour as 
poſſibly might bein men. {nthe meane while, 
an other great Shippehad layde the George as 
b2002Don the other (ide: but Nayed not by it , 
but left the firſt as ſufficient to deale with her, 
and (9 tye fight continuedbetwenethem till all 
wasended. | 

But now to ſpeake of the Utize-admirall (the 
Cherubin againe)who after (he had beaten off 
one of them , as was befoze expreſſed : there 
came vp to her another great Shippe , that did 
not offeras thento boozd her, but fought toge- 
therſingle with their great Ozdinaunce. This 
did her. moze iniury then both the other befoze 
had Done, killing and ſpoyling her men by two 
andthe at aſhote:ſo that betwenethe maine 
Maſt .and foze Malt, the dead bodies lay ide

a Shambles 02 Butchery , the bloud ofthe flaine 
_— aboundantly foozth at the Skupper 
oles, 

, Pet fo2all this extreamity , the enemy Riill 
hadas good as he gaue, fo in this ſingle fight, 
they ſhot her vnder water , fo that they were 
gladto lye by the Le to ſtoppe their Leake: 
which being done, they came vp againe thwart 
theirhauſe to boozd the Cherubin , But theMa- 
ſter thereof(hauing his pzxovoe O2dinaunce rea- 
dy charged) ſent them ſuch a (alutation vnder 
water again in their Larbwozdquarter, that they 
could not by any endeuour make ſtoppage of 
it , but were enfo:ced withallthe haſte they could 
poſſibly make/to recouer the ſhoare. 

But theotherthatfirſt boozded the Cherubin, 
continued ſtill the fight , beingfaft laſht to her 
Larbowdquarter, and ſ@tng ſhee could not p2e- 
uaile to winnethe Ship, eyther by entring on 
her Decke 02 otherwiſe : they got foozth into 
they: ſide Galleries with 50.02 60.,men, all well 
appointed fo2the purpoſe, andnovoſet dovone an 
abſolute reſolue , that they would bzeake in 
though the great Cabbin, and ſobe Maſters of 
the Shippe vnderthe halfe Decke. But the no 
leſſe valiiant then well aduiſed Maſter and his 
Gunners, fozef&ing the miſchiefe that they aym- 
ed at , diſapointed them of that hope. Foz per- 
cetuingthe bulke head of their Cabtnto bee bea- 
ten downe with ſhot : made out tvoo Sacresto 
entertatnethemasthey — comming w_ 
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with they fleweand maimed ſo many of them, 
as all the reſt grew faint-hearted and diſcoura- 
ged. Andnow they had noſtomacke at allleft to 
Ive longer abo2d, but made what haſty meancs 
they couldſodainly deuiſe , to cleare themſelues 
from their Jron Grapnelltothe Cherubin,which 
thye were glad toleauein her,as alſs the hawſes 
which were lalht vnto her, with great ſtoze of 
theirmunition,as Muſkets, Bikes ſwwds,ac, 
And ſome 14. of their men that made haſte to 
cleare the Shippe: Some of which !eapt oucr- 
bo2d,as thinking to recouer their ovwne Ueſſell 
by ſwimming, but couldnot, and ſv were dz0w- 
ned. Thereſt left behinde, were flaine bythe men 
in the Cherubin,among whome were two Eng- 
liſh men, that made ſnite foz mercy : but in re- 
gard of their vunaturall trechery againſt thepy 
ovone Country, and the bitter (Harpe conflict ſ9 
long endured, they were not liſtened vnto, but 
tuſtly anddeſeruedlyperiſhedamong their Spa- 
nilh conloztes. 


Ow Sir,though it had beene good manners to 

haueſerdowneall occurrences in the hapning,, 
and as each feuerall matter trookectiect : yet let me 
entreate your pardon 1n that poyat, as better 10 re- 
member ſomethings,then none atall:&though not 
intheir fic place, yet to piece outbhe dilcoutte with 
mauter to the purpoſe, ; 
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Jn the very heate of this daungerous fight, 
an Engliſh turne-coate tothe enemy,getiing vp 
intothe Maine top of their lhip, thinking great- 
ly to annoy the men in the Cherubin wity ſtones, 
was eſpycd by one (of the diſtrefNed ſide ) who ta- 
king good noate ofhis viilany,tetcht him dovone 
with a Mulket ſhot, in lhozter time then befo2e 

he gotvp. - | 
After that a bold inſolent Spantard,vwhohad 
gotten the Engliſh Enſigne from tize ſtaffe , 
wzapt it ina bzauery about his arme, and watf- 
ting it out,crycd, Satnt lago foz Spaine: but a 
ſhotmethim as the other had bone, and ſo they 
— wi;zo (hould bee firſt in the Haddockes 

elites. | 

Another Engliſh Traytour , with a Siluer 
Whiſtle about his necke, perceiving the BÞaſter 
of the Cherubin, all the fight wiitle to weare a 
red wal:coate,cryedto him:Red:coate, 4le bee 
withyouto bring by and by Red-coate,, but p2e- 
lently his white ſhirt was as red as the othcrs 
- wa of ſocunninga dye as coll him his 
ite, | 
During thts fight with the Uize-admiraland. 
the George, two moze of the men of watre ſet vp- 
onthe Aogell, and the Dutch Shipof Amſters 
dam; but the Maſterofthe Anycl|,andthe Duch- 
men,ſo well behatedthemſelues, and with ſuch 
manhood withſtoodtheir boldeſt encounter, as 
they werequite vopde ofanphope to preuaile.,Jn 
which time of fight, the Sacre made vp with;the 
B 2 George 
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George bnto them, and gane the enemy theyz 
whole b2oad ſide,vohich made them glad to flye 
- A 1 ſo by good happe the fyght was end- 
e . 

The Maſter of the Suſavand Parnell, by rea- 
ſon of a very daungerous ſhot giuen her vnder 
water,euen atthe very beginning of the kyght, 
could not perfozme that ſeruice, which otherwike 
very willingly ſhee voould haue done, beſide, if 
was long befoze the Leake could be made ſure, 
and therefoze in this caſe to bee heldethe moze 
exculed, _ : 

The Aſcention the Admirall , who as ye 
heard befoze fell at firſt to Lee-ward: came vp 
againe alittle befoze the fight was ended, and 
receiued agreat ſhot from the enemy, whereby 
the men was flaine inher. 


Hus Sir, haue Tbreefely imparted vnto yee e- 

uery circumſtance concerning this hotteand 
daungerous fight at Seca, and cerufic yee withall, 
that to the no ltle ioy of the owners, who had 
no meane aduenture in theſe Shippes , they are 
ſafely arriued in the river of Thames, and hauc 
not loſt any iotte of theyr lading, notwithſtanding 
all chis perrill, 
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The names yo Shippes, as alſo 


their Maſters, and what men vyere 
flayne in them,

The Sacre had 1. man flatne. = M. Crippes 
Maſter. 


The Sulan and Parnell! had none flaine  M. 
Coitemoore Maſter. 


The George had 2.men flaine, @Þ, Abrahall 
Maſter. 


The Dutch Ship 1,man flaine, M,Adrian 
Maſter, 
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
